In 
that the Bil, we frar, fails, and we are not 
surprised that two unofficial raembers of 
the Council took the earli: st opportunity of 
letting it be. known. that the propos Js of 
the Government do not meet with their ap- 
proval, inasmuch. as they go much - beyond 
what they had contemplated when they re- 
commended the imposition of a duty on all 
Foreign and Chinese liquors imported and 
consumed in the Colony. The Bill, provid- 
ing;-as it does for :the- institution of a 
Customs ‘service, drives the wedge well 
juto the: traditional freedom of the 
port. As we remarked when the recom- 
* mendations of the Unofficial Members were 
published, they were absolutely silent as to 
the means of collecting th: impor! duty recom- 
tnended. It is clear from thebrirfremarks 
mude at the Council meeting by the Hon-Mr. 
_ SrewaRt that theun-fiicial members did not 
~ghare the view that the tnxation of all 
alcoholi¢ liquors esnsumed in the Colony 
involved the in-titution of a Customs ser- 
vice, from which this port, to its undoubted 
advantage, has heretoforebe n free..

LESSONS FOR CHINA FROM 
“CANADA, 


Bp. Re gece a een} 
(Daily Press, September 16th.) 

No country in the world has throughout 
her career been more consistently careful 
to. preserve, intact- her prerogative thao 
Cavada, and_this is a fact of which China 
has had ‘personal experiences. When 
Canada first commenced to. legislate | re- 
garding ‘her growing Chinese population, 
China, ‘she may remember, made complaint 
to England, with the satisfaction that she 
was told in 80 many words that England did 
not interfere with the internal arrangements 
of Canada; as » fact, she had at one fine 
attempted to coerce Canada into opevalig 
her. ports indiscriminately, but} Can 
pointed out that.this formed no part of 
agreement, and ishe: would continue to! act 
on her own discretion. It may, therefore, 
be a matter of a little interest to China to 
learn how Canada has recently been acting 
when a syndicate of outlanders proposed to 
her to: wake-an important line of railway 
right through her territory. The line is, too, 
of some interest to China, as it forms part 
of a scheme for shortening the journey. from 
the eastern ports of China to Europe, and
